SEC. 525. STUDY ON ACCESS TO CREDIT. 1

(a) IN GENERAL.—The Comptroller General of the 2

United States shall conduct a study examining the impacts 3

on access to credit due to the consolidation of financial 4

institutions during the period between 2010 and 2022 for 5

the following groups: 6

(1) Racial and ethnic minorities. 7

(2) Women. 8

(3) Veterans. 9

(4) Individuals residing in low-income census 10

tracts and rural counties. 11

(b) RECOMMENDATIONS.—Such study shall also in-12

clude recommendations to Congress on increasing access 13

to credit for the groups listed in subsection (a). 14
